000. There was no insurance on the meal 
and seed,

The Consumer's Oil Co. is composed of 
Chicago capitalists and the main office is 
in that city.

BIDS MADE ON THE STOCK. 


FIRST OFFERS WERE REJECTED 
AND OTHERS RECEIVED. 


Final Bid of a Chicago Firm Was Ac- 
cepted by the Creditors Present 
and the Firm Will Be 
Notified. 


The creditors of the Ryan & Clarkson 
Dry Goods Co. met William B. Thompson, 
the assignee, at the company’s establish- 
ment, Broadway and Washington avenue, 
Saturday morning. 

After ‘a statement of the condition of the 
firm, the trustee received bids for the 
stock. This precipitated a lively discus- 
sion, which finally ended in the rejection 
of all offers and a call for new bids. These 
were opened at noon. 

Representatives from the leading houses 


in St. Louis and Mr. Leah of Marshall 
Field Dry Goods Co., Chicago, were pres- 
ent and made a critical examination of the 
stock. They pronounced it well § se- 
lected and in every way desirable. 
This stiffened up the bidding, and 
it is probable that the creditors will receive 
over 80 cents ton the dollar, if not dollar 
for dollar. 

The assignment is considered one of the 
most honorable that has occurred in St. 
Louis in many years and enhances the 
business integrity of the firm’s members.

At the end of an hour's discussion the 
trustee announced that he would reject all 
bids and receive new ones at 12:30 p. m. 

The Ryan & Clarkson stock of merchan- 
dise was bought at trustee’s sale at noon 
by Marshall Field & Co. of Chicago, on 
bid of 81 per cent of the inventory of $104, - 
331.55 cash.

The bank ¢clearings of St. Louis during the 
year 1899 were nearly $200,000,000 larger than

The annual clearing statement issued 
Saturday shows that the clearings in 1899 
were $1,638,348,208 against $1,455,462,062. The 
balances were $214,166,941 against $182,014,792 
last year,

were $152,125,820, compared with $140,856,710 
the same month last year. The balances 
for the month were $17,182,384, compared 
with $15,643,165 in December, 1898.

DISPUTE OVER THE CLASSICS. 


SACRED CONGREGATION IN ROME 
ANNOUNCES RULING. 


Under the Decision the Two Exiles 
From St. Louis Who Are Now in 
England and Ireland Must 
Remain. 


The Christian Brothers of St. Louis re- 
ceived information Saturday that the sa- 
cred congregation of the Propaganda in 
Rome had made its report on the dispute 
between the heads of the Christian Broth- 
ers in the United States and the French 
Superiors of the order, relative to the 
teaching of classics in the Brothers’ Amer- 
ican schools, ; 

After consideration of the statement of 
the cases submitted by Archbishop. Patrick 
W. Riordan of San Francisco, the odngre- 
ygation rules that the American ciaims to 
greater latitude in teaching than is per- 
mitted in Europe are inadmissibie. It is 
expected that the Pope will confirm the re- 
port at once. 

The news was of particular importance 
and interest to the brothers In 8t. Louis, 
because Brothers Paulian and Felix, bota 
of whom were directors of the local college.

land, on account of their advocacy of the

result in a movement having in view the

“No action, of course, will be taken until 
authoritative announecment of the decision 
is received. Then I suppose it will be de- 
termined what ‘s necessary to be done in 
view of the decision. It is to be hoped that 
the American members of the order who 
are not aifected by it will act together. 
Whether there will be a secession movement 
cannot be sald. That is all speculation. It 
is probabie that some of the brothers will 
consider the retention of the classics in the 
curriculum as sufficiently vital to justify 
secession, and that others will not. It is 
not possible to tell what will be the decision. 

“The classics have been taught almost 
from the time the Christian Brothers es- 
tablished thesnselves here, 50 years ago. 
The founder of the order was prompted 
by a desire to teach the children French, 
which they were not being taught, and in 
order to make sure that they would always 
be taught the language of their country 
he made that one of the provisions of the 
constitution.

The cabled information of the decision in 
Rome quotes Cardinal Satolli, who drafted 
the report, as saying:

The message proceeded: 

“The United States representative at Pre- 
toria was early instructed to see that all 
neutral American interests be respected by 
the combatants. This has been an easy 
task, in view of the positive declarations 
of both British and Boer authorities that 
the personal and property rights of our 
citizens should be observed. Upon the with- 
drawal of the British agent from Pre- 
toria the United States Consul was author- 
ized, upon the request of the British Gov- 
ernment, and with the assent of the South 
African and Orange Free State Govern- 
ments, to exercise the customary good of- 
fices of a neutral for the care of British in- 
terests. In the discharge of this function 
I. am happy to say that abundant oppor- 
tunity has been afforded to show the impar- 
tiality of this Government toward both the 
combatants.”’

When Delia Buescher went to the City 
Hospital to be cared for at the expense of 
the city she carried with her a fortune. 
Those who knew her best did not dream 
that the girl had a considerable store of 
money. 

To them she was simply a hard-working

The fire is supposed to have originated on 
the second floor, in the work room of Woo!l- 
ley & Co., wholesale woolens, at 220 and 
222 Monroe street, and fanned by a fierce 
northwest wind spread so rapidiw that 
when the first fire companies arrived on the 
scene the whole south end of the building 
was a mass of flames. A second and then 
a third alarm was sent in, ‘but in spite of 
the tons of water thrown into the burning 
buildings by 38 engines and two fire tugs, 
the wind and the bitter cold so hindered the 
firemen that for a time the entire wholesale 
district was in danger. The flames quickly 
communicated to the building at 216 and 218 
Monroe street, gradually spreading east to 
212 and 214 Monroe, where its progress was 
finally checked. 

Immense brands were carried as far as 
Twelfth street, and the firemen were kept 
busy extinguishing small fires on the roofs 
of surrounding buildings. 

The principal losses are: 

Building at 220-222 Monroe street, loss 
$225,000; Edwards, Stanwood & Co., suc- 
cessors to Phelps, Dodge & Palmer. boots 
and shoe:, third and sixth floors, loss $200,- 
000; Woolley & Co., first and second floors, 
woolen goods, loss $135,000: Schwartz & 
Kline, shirts, fourth floor, less $6000; John 
Harper. cloak manufacturer, fifth floor. 
loss $5000; building at 216-218 Monroe street, 
occupied by J. W. Butler Paper Co., loss 
25,000 ; J. W. Butler Paper Co., damage on 
‘stock. $250,000. fully insured; Henry O. Shep- 
ard Co.. printers, occupying building at 
212-214 Monroe street, loss $100,000. The 
building at 217 Fifth avenue was damaged 
$ Besides these there were several] mit 
nor losses, caused by smoke and water. 
Figures on the insurance are not as yet 
obtainable, but it is probable that most of 
the losses are well covered. 

The escape from death of Capts. O’Con- 
nor, Evans and Carey and Firemen Pad- 
den, O’Hara and three others, who es- 
caped injury, was little short of miracu- 
lous. All of the men were working on the 
roof of the bullding at 216-218 Monroe street, 
and as the fire crept closer to the west side 
of the structure the men were gradutJly 
driven toward the middle of the roof. Sud- 
deniy the east wall of the building adjoin- 
ing fell with a terrific crash. An immense 
mass Of brick and timbers crushed into 
the roof where Cant. O’Connor and his men 
were at work. The roof tore away from 
the sides and fell with a crash to. the floor 
beneath, carrying Pipemen O'Hara and 
Padden down in the debris and leaving the 
others on the frail broken edge of the roof 
high above the flames. Capt. O’Connor. 
Lieut. Callahan and Pipemen Fountain and 
Horgan finally succeeded in rescuing the 
two unfortunate pipemen, and, crawling 
along the shaking walls, they made their 
way to a fire escape and descended safely 
to the ground. After the fire had been 
raging about an hour and a half the wal's 
began falling and several firemen were 
more or less injured, James Woolley go se- 
riously that he was taken to the hospital.

The ad- 
dress, which is signed by Gov. Taylor; 
Chairman Barnett, Senator de Boe, Con- 
gressman Pugh and others, defends Gov. 
Bradley in calling out troops, says the 
charge that tissue ballots were wsed is 
flimsy, as Hke ballots were used in Demo-. 
cratic counties; that the Democrate set

“Whe Mayor of Louisville arrogated to 
himgelf the wer to issue a proclamation 
clan wae the people from assembli at 
he polls, in open defiance of the provisions 
of the constitution, and 2348 extra police 
were appointed and used to intimidate and 
browbeat the freemen of that city. On the 
afternoon precedéng the election 87 election 
officers, who had been appointed to repre- 
sent the Republican party, were summarily 
dismissed, and a Jike number nepemine in 
their places who copld be reli upon to 
favor the Democratic conspirators, The 
firemen were turned loose. too, and did 
assist the police in the intimidation of 
voters, and in this way at least 10,000 per- 
s0ns who would have voted the Republican 
ticket were so alarmed that they did not 
attend the election. In addttion, voters 
were intimidated and many similar frauds 
perpetrated in Covington, Lexington and 
other cities of the Commonwealth, caus- 
ing a loss of not less than 6000 votes to the 
Republican ticket. 

“In some of the counties actual force was 
employed and voters were driven from 
the polls, and with a few exceptions frauds 
were committed in all of them. Every bal- 
lot that even bore a finger print voted 
for the Republicans was thrown out in 
the count. It can not be doubted that at 
least 40,000 votes were lost to the Repub- 
lican party by these unlawful and out- 
rageous tactics. Large sums of money col- 
lected from Democratic officials, saloons, 
poolrooms, gambling houses, breweries and 
other sources in and out of the State, were 
used to corrupt the voters of the State. 
Voters were hired to refrain from voting, 
to mutilate their ballots, or to vote the 
Goebel ticket. ‘Whole precincts that gave 
Republican majorities were thrown out, 
and the Goebel Democratic: committees 
and candidates inaugurated a saturnaHa of 
crime, eruption and force.”

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It is a bad practice. More harm than good 
comes of it. A man had better take the 
remote chance of being robbed than to take 
the chance of shooting a fellowman under 
sudden provocation and regretting it all 
the days of his life.. A man is better off 
without a revolver. 

“I do not think that burglars go about 
in the guise of beggars in order to get in- 
formation about residences, or that beg- 
ars are confederates or spies for burglars. 

urglars and beggars are two distinct 
classes. The burglar disdains association 
with the beggar. I suppose burglars pick 
out houses they intend to enter but I do 
not think that they bother much about 
the arrangement of the house until they 
get inside. They know that people al- 
most always sleep on the second’ floor. 
After they get into the first floor is time 
enough for them to familiarize themselves 
with the arrangement. 

“My district has been almost entirely 
free of burglaries since I have been out 
here. I do not think there is more of it in 
other parts of the city than is usual at this 
time of year. There will be burglaries as 
long as the world.stands, and the most 
efficient police force in the world cannot 
revent them entirely. The most that can 
e done is to reduce them to a minimum. 
This can be done by the police and de- 
tectives being vigilant, and I think it & 
being done. , 

“To enable the police to more easily rid 


ordinance might be passed, but the present 
one, which contains the ‘first clause,’ would 
be effective if the judges would enforce it 
in a common sense way and not construe it 
too favorably to the crooks.” 


WATCH THE CELLAR DOOR. 


Capt. Gillaspy Points Out a Burglar’s 
Favorite Entrance. 

Capt. C. G. Gillaspy, commanding the 
Tenth District, bounded by Delmar and 
Lindell boulevards on ‘the -south, Sarah 
Street on the east, Natural Bridge road on 
the north and Union boulevard on the 
west, said: 

“Householders should be careful to muké 
their windows and doors secure when they 
leave the house during the day and when 
they retire at night. I would especially em- 
phasize the need of locking up well] ‘when 
the house ‘s left during the day. A great 
many burglaries are committed during the 

y On acount of carelessness in this 
respect. Burglars are always going about 
on the alert for an opening. They want no 
better opening than a house which has 
ben left insecurely locked during the ab- 
sence of the family in the daytime. Par- 
ticular attention should be paid to lock- 
ing outside cellar or basement doors. It is 
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Capt. Peter, Joyce, commanding ~ the 
Mighth District, bounded by Chouteau ave- | 
on the south, Jefferson avenue on the 
east, Washington, Delmar and Lindell.

_ “Householders can do much toward pre- 
Venting burglaries by securely fastening ; 
ae ront and rear doors, the shutters, 
cellar windows’ and -the alley and_ side 
gates.. Burglars are prowlers. They go 
along through an alley, and if they find an 
alley gate open they~go into the back yard. | 
Then if the coast is clear they may at- 
tempt to.get into the house. If the alley 
gate is closed the¥ pass on till they find one 
which is open. Thé same is true of side 
gates. If © burejer otteenote to get around 
to the back of a’ house through the pass- 
age at the side and finds the gate locked 
he will not chance waking up the people 
by breaking it open. 

“If a burglar is found in the house I 
do not advise that an attempt be made to 
take him prigonér. That is better than he 
deserves. .My advice is to shoot him and 
then call an ambulance and send him to 
the Dispengary or the Morgue. That is 
the best way to puta stop to burglary. 

“To avoid highwaymen, persons who are 
on the streets late at night should keep a 
sharp watch. When they come to the 
mouth of an alley they should make a de- 
tour, and if a suspicious-looking person 
is -met he should watched closely. 
Highwaymen are usually cowards, and if 
they see that they are watched they are 
not nearly so likely to attempt robbery. 

I were attacked by highwaymen 
should resist, with a weapon tf I had one, 
and, if IT had none, with anything I could 
get hold of. If I couldn’t get hold of 
ony eae I would pit my strength against 

e'rs. 

“As a police official I would not advise 
anybody to carry weapons, but as a citi- 
zen I will say that I would defend my- 
self with whatever’ I happened to have 
about me at the time.” 


VIEWS OF CAPT. PHILLIPS. 


He Thinks Burglar Alarms and Wateh 
Dogs Good Things. 

Capt. E. J. Phillips, commanding the 
Sixth District, bound«d by Cora street, Tay- 
lor avenue, Mississippi River, Bircher road 
and Humboldt and Bremen avenues, said: 


“Citizens should be more careful about 
locking their houses. The doors and win- 
dows should be made secure. I would ad- 
vise the use of buyglar alarms wherever !t 
is possible. A good watch dog is not @ 
bad thing to have around the house, and 
especiallv on the inside. 

“If a burglar should manage to get in 
despite all these precautionary measures 
and the occupants of the house should dis- 
cover him, -the householder should use his 
coolest Ne Br NE and be guided by circum- 
stances. t is a question in my mind 
whether it is prudent for a citizen to tackle 
a burglar at all. It is very much like-the 
case of the bull butting an engine—we ad- 
mire his courage, but condemn his judg- 
ment. Burglays as a rule are cowards, but 
unless you get somé advantage it is not 
an unwise thing to let them alone. 

“T have no apres remedy for a citizen 
attacked by a highwayman. When he has 
been ordered to stand and deliver, he 
should keep his wits about him, and when 
he sees a chance to get the drop on the 
robbers he should do it. Whether citizens 
should go armed depends on the locality 
through which they are to travel, and 
whether they have good reason to suspect 
an attack. If a man’s business took him 
into the slums or out in the suburban sec- 
tion it might be of some advantage to 
carry a revolver, . 

“I do not think beggars should Be re- 
fused food on the theory that they are 
spies for burglars. A ‘beggar never gets 
into the house anyhow, and if one should 
appear to be taking close notice of the 
lock on the door an observant person would 
detect it.’’ 


REGULAR HOURS AND SOBRIETY. 


Capt. Gaffney Thinks They Will Pre- 
vent Highway Robberies. 

Capt, Patrick Gaffney, commanding the 

Ninth District, comprising the territory 

lying between Twenty-second and Sarah 


streets and Washington avenue and Natural 
‘Bridge road, said: 

VHouseholders should be careful and 
see that windows are securely fastened. 
If they were more careful in this par- 
ticular there would be fewer burglaries. 
But house-breakers will get in sometimes 
anyhow. In that case, the householder 
should kilij the burglar if he can. 

“Ninety per cent of the burglars and 
highway robbers are rank cowards, but a 
man never knows when he may :meet the 
10 per cent who are not cowards, so 
don’t know but that it is always 
policy to give up. That is, {In the case of 
the average citizen. Men who are good 
judges of human nature can generally tell 
a coward, but the great trouble is that 
most men lose their presence of mind 
when confronted by a robber. The way 
to prevent highway robberies is, keep 
sober and keep regular hours. A man is 
pretty safe anywhere if he will do that. 


& common thing when leaving the house 
to lock the door leading trom the first floor 
down into the cellar and leave the outside | 
cellar door unlocked. Once a burglar is in 
the cellar it is no trick for him, knowing 
that nobody is at home, to break open the 
door leading into the house, He can then 
go through the premises at his leisure. He 
need only watch for the return of the peo- 

le. When they come in at one entrance, 

e can slip out at another. 

It is my experience that a great many 
burglaries are due to the carelessness of 
householders. They cannot expect the po- 
lice to protect them éntirely from the ef- 
fects of their own negligence. If they will 
do their part the police will do theirs. 

“The more securely a house is locked, the 
less likelihood is there of it being entered 
by burglars. Burglars are not likely to 
break into‘ a house if they cannot do so 
without making a lot of noise. They will 
pass on to some other house which is not so 
securely lecked and which they can enter 
with less risk. If the rule was to lock 
houses securely, burglary would not be 
such a profitable. occupation, and it would 
substantially decrease. I have not much | 
faith in burglar alarms. Most burglars 
know how to prevent alarms from xiving 
waruin ne even id SS yd are not inter- | 

ead w ey generally do not wurk whet 
they are heeded. : : 

“My advice to a man who awakes and 
finds a burglar in his house is to shoot 
him if he can get the eg first. If the 
burglar is in the room ard gets the drop 
first, my advice to the householder is to 
lie still in bed. If I were ewakened by a‘ 
burglar in the house and he had not ‘en- 
tered my room, ‘I would take my revolver 
from under tny pillow, extinguish the light. 
and, taking an advantageous posit! lie in 
wait until the burglar came in s and 
then shoot nim. “A timid man or a’ muav 
not sure of his fim might kick a chair 
over to alarm the burglar and cause him 
to leave the house and then shoot at him 
as he was running away. 

“I would give substantially the same ad- 
vice in reference to ywaymen, Shoot | 
him if you can get the drop first and 
submit if he gets the drop.

“The State law gives every cilizen the 
right to carry a revolver. This authority 
may be abused, and when it is the offender 
is arrested on the charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons. I don't believe that any 
save a responsible person should have a 
revolver in his possession, and certainly 
not unless he is tamillar with its use. 

‘“['nder proper conditions the citizen 
should go armed. If attacked or even or-

River, Jefferson, Chouteau and Washing- 
ton avenues, said: hich 

‘*T have carried a revolver 27 years, W “I 
is the length of my service on the St, Lou's 
Police Department, and I have had occa- 
hsion to use it but once. I have walked beats 
in tough localities, too, but I have foun 
that a person can, as a rule, accomplish 
more with thugs or thieves without a re- 
volver than with one. ' 

“A highwayman doesn’t announce his 
approach, and en he cries, “Throw up 
your hands!’ he generally means what he 
says. He is prepared usually to carry out 
his intentions at all hazards. 

“The house should be kept under lock 
and key at night and a thorough exemina- 
tion of the doors and windows made before 
the occupants retire. 

‘“Reggars, we must remember, are hu- 
man beings, and should be accorded some 
charity. At the same time I would not 
give them food if they came to*fhy house 
at night, and under no circumstances would 
I allow them a night’s lodging. They 
should be made to do work about the house 
when they get anything to eat. That will 
prove a test of the sincerity of their ap- 
peal for aid. ; 

“IT do not believe any citizen, unless he 
has knowledge that his life is endangered. 
should go armed. To édvise this would 
mean the reckiess use of firearms, There 
is no necessity to my mind for persons 
carrying revolvers, becayse many would 
use them on slight provocation. 

“Robbers usually overate in pairs, When 
they stop you on the street one gener- 
ally stands in the rear while the second 
covers you with his revolver. If caught in 
such a dilemma I don’t see what one could 
do wisely but surrender.”’
